ECONOMIC LOSS 
DUE TO ILLITERACY 


Illiteracy is n ot on ly a seriou s bar 
to good citizen ship, bu t it is an ob­ 
stacle to the in d u strial an d agricu l­ 
tu ral ad van cemen t of a n ation . 
Natu ral resou rces are w'orthless 
withou t ed u cation . 
Fertile soil, tim­ 
bered lan d , water powd er, an d min eral 
d eposit lie id le or 
are 
ign oran tly 
squ an d ered by an illiterate people. 
Illiteracy is costin g the n ation mil­ 
lion s of d ollars. 
The late Fran klin 
K. Lan e, stirred by the revelation s of 
the d raft in the Great War, stated 
that if the prod u ctive labor valu e of 
an illiterate is less by on ly 50 cen ts 
a d ay than that of an ed u cated man 
or w'oman , the cou n try w'as losin g 
$ 825,000,000 a year throu gh illiteracy. 
Illiteracy cou ld be wiped ou t on ly 
by a comparatively 
small 
expen d i­ 
tu re, leavin g a n et balan ce of million s 
of d ollars of n ation al wealth. 
For the in telligen t mobilization of 
the American Army it became n eces­ 
sary for the Govern men t to kn ow ac­ 
cu rately whether ou r sold iers cou ld 
read ord ers an d wTite ord ers before 
they cou ld be assign ed to effective 
service. 
Ou r Govern men t therefore 
gave to the million an d a half men 
who were taken in the d raft—men 
from every State in the Un ion , an d 
from ev erv class of people—an actu al 
test of ability to read an d write. 
What the Army Test Showed . 
When this test was given .it was 
fou n d that of 1,566,011 men examin ed I 
those w'ho w’ere u n able to 'read an d 
u n d erstan d n ewspapers an d write let­ 
ters home" am ou n t^ to 25.3 per cen t. 
We d iscovered , therefore, that at the 
time of the World War probably 20 
per cen t of ou r popu lation cou ld n ot 
u se the En glish lan gu age as a vehicle 
for in formation or expc|teion . 
Illiteracy 
statistics 
mre 
u su ally 
qu oted from the Un ited States cen - 
These figu res are collected by 
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SU S. 
in qu iry in which citizen s are asked 
whether they can write. The resu lts 
n atu rally show a mu ch less d egree 
of illiteracy than the actu al tests giv­ 
en in the Army, becau se man y an swer 
the qu estion withou t kn owin g what it 
mean s, while others who are able to 
write their n ames or copy 
a 
few 
w^ord s con sid er themselves as literate. 
The cen su s of 1920 showrs that in the 
10 preced in g years the d rop in the 
percen tage of illiteracy was from 7.7 
to 6 per cen t. 
The red u ction in il­ 
literacy d u rin g the past 10 years has 
been main ly in the ru ral d istricts bu t 
still exceed s those in u rban commu n ­ 
ities by 1,000,060.

And now we have again the ques­ 
tion of a new high school at Park 
Ridge. 
After 20 years of fighting 
with the people of Park Ridge on

Washingto n.—It was learutMl o ffi­ 
cially here that Treasury dei'urtinent 
o flicials are no t in acco rd with the 
suggestio n made by Senatt» r Reed 
Smo o t o f Utah fo r a mo re po sitive 
suggestio n to France and o ther po w­ 
ers that they fund their debts to the 
United States o r send representatives 
here to co nsider the matter. 
France Can’t Pay No w. 
Treasury o ffici;ils who have been 
studying the internatio nal financial 
and eco no mic situatio n clo sely are 
co nfident that France is in no po si­ 
tio n to pay her debts to tlie United 
States at this time. 
This co nclusio n 
was reached regardless o f po litical 
questio ns o r po litical aspects, but upo n 
a co ld analysis o f ability to pay.. 
Co nsideratio n has been given to the 
frequently suggested fact that France is 
carrying a heavy military establish­ 
ment and helping arm Euro pe. 
This 
do es no t mean, ho wever, o n the treas­ 
ury viewpo int that sucii funds co uld 
be diverted to payment o f the Amer­ 
ican debt. 
Franc o f Small Value. 
France, it was i>o inted o ut. is spend­ 
ing all o f her sums fo r military pur­ 
po ses within the French republic. The 
franc is do wn to o ne-fo urth its go ld 
value. 
France has no go ld. 
The 
United States wo uld no t accept francs. 
To make the ex change o n the present 
basis France wo uld in effect pay, fo r 
instance, three millio n in go ld to wipe 
o ut a debt o f 1,000,000 in American 
do llars. lYance is bo rro wing to meet 
bo th 
principal 
and

when 
these debts fall due. 
Payments to 
o n o utside po wer co uld no t be made 
this way, In the United States Treas­ 
ury view'. 
Co nsequently treasury o ffi­
